Statmnt of Allotment Mad Avail ¬
able by Highway Act Signed

November 9 by President
Harding

Ob November 9 the President
signed the Federal Highway Act
by which 75000000 becomes
available as Federal aid for high ¬

way construction in the various
states the money to be spent
under the supervision of the bur-

eau
¬

of Public Roads Department
of Agriculture In addition

16000000 is appropriated for
national forest roads The 75
000000 represents the Federal
Governments appropriation to
the work of building highways in
the various states and must be
matched dollar for dollar by
funds from the state treasuries
except in states where more than
5 of the area is unappropriated
public land

The 75000000 appropriated is
for the fiscal year ending June 30
1922 Here is how the money
will be apportioned among the 48
states
